The water shortage is so acute 
in Webster Groves an emer- 
gency was declared, 

The sizzling St. Louis mercury 
was 101 degrees downtown yes- 
terday, edging toward the 101.3 
degree record set for the day in 
1914. At the airport, the. maxi- 

um reading was “at least 102,” 

e Weather Bureau reported. 

In Webster Groves, Acting 
City Manager Norville E. Blaske, 
with the consent of City Coun- 
cil, declared the water shortage 
to be an emergency which en- 
dangered public. health and 
safety. Emergency conservation 
Measures were announced. 

Sprinkling of lawns in Web- 
ster Groves was prohibited from 
6 a.m. until 10 p.m. daily and 
Sunday, effective immediately. 
Police were instructed to patrol 
the city, notifying ‘citizens. 

Violations of water conserva- 
tion measures will be punishable 
by fines of $5 to’ for each 
offense, Blaske said, and water 
will be shut off in the case of 
repeated violations. 

The St. Louis County Water 
Co., which supplies almost all 
of the county, has asked resi- 
dents not to sprinkle lawns from 
noon to 10 p.m. so long as the 
present condition exists,

GUATEMALA, June 26 (AP) 
-—The Guatemalan government, 
under attack for more than a 


week by invading insurgents, 
stopped making broad claims of 
victory today. * 

Instead it told of heavy casu- 
alties on both sides, and admit- 
ted that the situation was “more 
fluid” than earlier in the week. 
That it was true there had 
been many casualties was indi- 
cated by the fact labor union 
members were furnishing blood 
for transfusions to the wounded 
here. 

A P-47 fighter plane from the 
invading rebel forces bombed 
Guatemala City at 4:30 p.m, to- 
day, striking at a major military 
camp. 

There was no official report of 
damage and none was expected 
due to military security mea- 
sures. But bomb explosions 
were heard through the capital. 

A few minutes before the at- 
tack, Foreign Minister Guillermo 
Toriello told the Associated 
Press in an interview that the 
Government was seriously handi- 
capped. “by lack of an adequate 
air force.” 

For security reasons there 

were several other developments 
that could not be published here 
or abroad under existing censor- 
ship regulations. However, the 
situation on the surface ap- 
pear calm and government 
control appeared to be complete 
in the capital. 
The government began broad- 
casting detailed instructions to 
the people on what to do in case 
there should be a big air raid.

St. Louis county residents to 
register for the Aug. 3 primary 
election. St. Louis residents 
have until July 10 to register. 

The county election board of- 
fice in the Clayton courthouse 
will remain open until 9 p.m. to- 
morrow to register persons not 
now on the permanent voting 
lists. 

County residents’ who have 
moved from one precinct to an- 
other may change their address 
with the board by mail or in 
person by July 13 in order to be 
eligible to vote in the primary. 
County voting lists show a pres- 
ent registration of 215,356. 

St. Louisans who have moved 
can transfer, either by postcard 
or in person, until July 10. The 
Election Board office is at 208 
South Twelfth street.

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The Comedy Was Not Funny 

Guatemala’s strange and so far nearly blood- 
less revolt can now be put before the Organiza- 
tion of American States on July 7, where it be- 
longs. But the United States's 5-to4 victory in 
the U.N. Security Council came out of a comedy 
of inconsistency among all parties to the dispute. 

The United States, Brazil, Colombia, China 
and Turkey voted to put the issue before the 
O.A.S. Yet New Zealand, Denmark and Leb- 
anon voted with Russia for a U.N. hearing in- 
stead, and France and Britain abstained. 

Why was the issue no clearer than that to 
four of our closest allies? The answer lies in the 
confused drama before the U.N. 

The first act began when Guatemala appealed 
to the U.N. a week ago for help. Russia sup- 
ported her pro-Communist Government though, 
a few days earlier, Russia had by another veto 
opposed a similar appeal from little Thailand. 

Such tactics may be expected from the Rus- 
sians, but the United States was unfortunately 
left in the position of applying reverse English. 
Delegate Henry Cahot Lodge Jr. had said, of 
Thailand’s appeal, that he hoped the U.N. 
would never ask a small nation, “What’s the 
hurry?” Yet he was compelled in effect to ask 
just that of Guatemala. 

The seeond act, nearly a week later, involved 
debate on the nature of the Guatemalan revolt. 
Guatemala herself insisted it was an act of ag- 
gression by Honduras, yet denied it had any 
dispute with Honduras. 
ment can be explained by the fact that the U.N. 
can consider aggression, but a dispute would 
have to be put before the O.A:S. first. 

As if it were not to be outdone, the United 
States took the position that the Guatemalan 
revolt was purely a civil war, not involving out- 
side pressures. Yet our Government sought to 
put the issue before the O.AS., which lacks 
clear authority to intervene in civil wars, and 
to keep it from the U.N., which does have it. 

If this was embarrassing, the embarrassment 
might have been avoided. For Washington was 
on the correct side legally. The O.A-S. is the 
proper agency to consider Guatemala’s case. 
Articlé 52 of the U.N. Charter specifically refers 
regional disputes to such regional agencies. 

If the State Department had been prepared to 
concede that the Guatemalan revolt was a region- 
al dispute, involving Honduran bases and weap- 
ons made in the United States, as well as the 
threat of Communism to the New World, then 
our delegate’s case could have been made more 
logically. 

What happened instead looked like a plain 
power fight with logic forgotten and some of 
our allies dismayed. If there is a lesson in this, 
it is that the United States should never seem 
to fight Communist fire with fire before the bar 
of world opinion. Only facts can answer and 
expose the Communist illogic. 

Now that the O.A.S. is free to act, the world 
will expect it to disclose the facts of the Guate- 
mailan revolt, including both the penetration of 
Communism gnd the origins of the rebellion 
against it. The truth should prevail and the 
United States should stand to gain. 
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The First Agreement 
It would be almost utopian if Churchill and 
Eisenhower could hit on a common policy for 
dealing with other difficulties as quickly as they 
came together on West Germany. That was 
easy. Their decision not only reflected the high- 


_ est interest of Britain and the United States but 


indirectly favored Germany and France 

There was no disagreement between the two 
men as to the desirability—nay, the necessity— 
of bringing German manpower and industry into 
the service of the Western defensive alliance. 
The European Defense Community had been 
conceived to bring this about without the men- 
ace of an independent German army. 

But the French, who first proposed EDC, 
have not yet ratified it. So the Eisenhower- 


' Churchill agreement to restore German sover- 


eignty and to put Germans into uniform again 
by some other device, if need be, is a plain and 
fair warning to the new French Premier, Men- 
des-France, that he had better succeed where 
his predecessors failed. France must face the 
facts of the contemporary world if it is to escape 
what it most dreads: an independently armed 
and hostile Germany. It is EDC or some other 
plan to be worked out by Dulles and Eden. The 
French hand is being called. 

This shoifld help Mendes-France persuade the 

National Assembly that irresponsibility may be 
continued only at a stiff price. It certainly will 
help West German Chancellor Adenauer. In 
the last German elections, he pinned his hopes 
on integration with the Western alliance.

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The Impossible Champ 


How Cripple-Armed Ed Furgol of St. Louis Overcame Hardships to Become King of Golfers

D FURGOL has huge steel- 
Forusciea hands and in his 

aking moments they are 
never still. When they aren't 
swinging a club on the golf 
course they are gripping and 
ungripping one as Ed sits and 
talks, relaxes or tensely watches 
fights on television. 


The golf club is so much part 
of him that almost no one ever 
takes notice of it. Slowly, auto- 
matically, Ed passes it from 
hand to hand, weighing it, swing- 
it, shouldering and unshoulder- 
ing it. If he can’t find a club 
somewhere —and this is 
rare, even when he is out for 
the evening—he squeezes a ball, 
usually a handball. He drives 
his air-conditioned Cadillac with 
one hand while the other works 
the ball, gripping, squeezing, 
kneading without end. 


Furgol pursues these exercises 
now without thinking, but they 
were carefully planned, like al- 
most everything he does. They 
reflect the relentless determina- 
tion which, together with a smart 
and understanding wife and an 
almost fanatic devotion to golf, 
enabled him last weekend to 
do what should have been im- 
possible: winning “the big one,” 
the National Open championship, 
after unbroken years of hard- 
ship and heartache plus the stag- 
gering handicap of what he calls 
his “damaged wing.” 


To look at Ed’s almost unbend- 
ing left arm, scarred and wasted 
above the elbow and 10 inches 
shorter than his right, is to 
wonder that it is of any use at 
all. Furgol is not self-conscious 
about it. Intimates among the 
golf pros call him “‘Wingie” and 
when an opponent in a friendly 
game hits a good one Ed will 
sigh in mock complaint: “What 
are you trying to do to poor old 
Wingie?”

T 37, Westwood Country 

Club’s teaching pro is not a 

young champion, but with a 
possible $100,000 income from 
exhibitions, testimonials and 
other sidelines within mashie 
distance he is hardly poor. This 
is something of a change frem 
Ed’s boyhood days in New York 
Mills, a mill district outside 
Utica, N.Y., where he grew up 
as one of five children of Polish 
immigrants. 


His father was a machinist 
in a cotton goods factory. Polish 
was—and still is—the langufa 
spoken around homea 
were tough and Ed helped his 
father hand-hoe a one-and*g-half 
acre plot for*‘food. When he 
was about 10, fate and the need 
for money to keep himself in 
clothes and books sent him to 
the Utica public golf courses as 
a caddy. He caddied 18 holes 
for 50 cents and soon the game 
did something to him. 


“It became part of me,” he 
says. 


Making himself a champion 
golfer became, then and there, 
the one burning drive of his 
life. He began playing when- 
ever he could. When he couldn't 
practice putting during daylight 
hours, he covered the hole with 
a handkerchief and practiced in 
the darkness of night. 


When he was 12, there came 
the disaster which should have 
finished all thought of golf for 
Ed. He was playing on some 
parallel bars and tried to jump 
from one bar to another. 


“I fell on the cinder base, 
landing on my left elbow,” he 
says. “The bone popped out of 
my arm like a boil.” 


There -were three operations 
on the arm, none successful. Ed 
had to carry the arm in a cast 
for six weeks over his head. 
When the cast was removed, he 
couldn’t lower the left arm. 


“When I did,” he recalls, “‘the 
pain was agonizing. The doctors 
gave me anesthetics to kill the 
pain. I was pumped full of the 
stuff. 

“But if the injury was bad, it 
was nothing compared to what 
happened five years later. I be- 
came ill, apparently from all 
the anesthetics that had been 
given me. I was full of poison. 
My whole body swelled up like 
a balloon, I turned yellow. 

“My mother wanted to call 
the doctor. I wouldn't listen. I 
went to bed, feverish and suf- 
fering, and lay there, sweating 
it out. The sheets were 'so full 
of water they had to be wrun 
out. But one day—it shesned 
about a week later—I got well. 
I felt better. Everything broke 
well, and I knew I was on my 
way.” 

The way was long and rugged. 
For years, Ed was almost one- 
armed.

In the winter of 1951, West- 
wood Country Club was look- 
ing for a pro when two of its 
members, Harry Tenenbaum and 
Sidney Salomon, were vacation- 
ing in Miami and there spotted 
Furgol as a hot prospect. Some 
of the club’s board members had 
been ring applicants by 
the dozen and they were wor- 
ried about Ed’s arm. “The fel- 
lows will never go for this guy,” 
they said. But when Furgol 
came to a meeting himself and 
began talking about what it

at Westwood, he sold himself. 
Ed was taking a chance, Teach-

“I would analyze and compare 
myself to others,” he says, “‘and 
I figured that if they could do 
it, I could.” :

“I wasn't getting any young- 
er,” he explains.

Slowing down to the relative- 
ly settled life of a club pro was 
hard at first, but in two months 
Ed knew the first and last names 
of all Westwood golfers, their 
wives and youngsters, plus the 
kind of clubs they needed and 
how they hit the ball. Every- 
body liked him. 


“He lets you use your own 
habits,” says a beginner who has 
been taking lessons from Fur- 
gol. “He keeps you relaxed 
and won't get you self-conscious 
by correcting every little move.” 


He gives himself a workout 
even as he teaches by using a 
22-o0z. club, eight ounces heavier 
than normal, and between les- 
sons and his own practicing oft- 
en spends 14 hours a day at 
the club on Conway road in St. 
Louls County. He draws no sal- 
ary, but has been making in 
the neighborhood of $10,000 a 
year from lessons and operat- 
ing the golf shop and assorted 
services that go with it. He 
meets a $1000-a-month payroll 
and owns a $12,000 stock of 
sporting goods. Helen runs the 
inside end of the business, in- 
cluding bookkeeping and buying 
and selling sportswear.

HE Furgols have no children, 
T but they now own two cars 
and for the first time since 
their marriage they have a home, 
a one-bedroom apartment at 631 
Geoffrey lane in the Canterbury

City. They rented the place and 
bought all their furniture on the 
same day and Helen hasn't been 
home long enough during the 
day to supervise the long over- 
due re-decorating. 

Ed keeps up the pace by 
avoiding excess of aff Kinds. He 
doesn’t smoke and rarely takes 
a drink ger than beer. His 
food is simple, mostly steak, po- 
tatoes and salads. He rarely eats 
dessert except perhaps ice 
cream. (‘Nothing gooey,” he 
says). He takes his rest seriously 
and considers a night ball game 
or watching TV until 10:30 p.m. 
as mild dissipation. He is a de- 
vout Catholic and never misses 
mass on Sunday.

As a result of the life he 
leads, Ed’s 155 pounds are spar- | 
ingly distributed over a leath- 
ery, deeply tanned six-foot frame 
and he hasn't suffered from any- 
thing worse than a cold in al- 
most 20 years. He is careful 
about his language and his ap- 
pearance and frequently runs a 
comb through his hair, even 
while playing, to tame the cow- 
lick that is forever tumbling 
over his high cheekbones’ and 
into his pearl-gray eyes. 

Ed is a hot baseball fan and 
knows a lot of ball players (Stan 
Musial is one of his favorites). 
He likes horse racing but hasn’t 
placed a bet since the time seven 
vears ago when a jockey told 
him he had a sure thing. The 
horse pounded into the stretch 
seven lengths ahead when it sud- 
deniv got sick and folded, thus 
costing Furgol $20 and his appe- 
tite for future bets. 

The new champion used to 
have a reputation for an occa- 
sionally flerv temper, but friends 
say that he has mellowed a great 
deal in the last two or three 
years, perhaps with the knowl-

made out on the tournament cir- 
cuit he would have a comfortable 
job to go back to.

W every farmer in our valley is hard at work in the 
Nusrves fields. From soon after sun-up until long after 
jusk you can hear the whir of mowing machines, the 
elatter of side-delivery rakes tossing the cured hay .into 
’ windrows, the heavy 
“thump, thump” of the 
plungers on the big bal- 
ers, and the hum of com- 
bines reaping the ripe 
grain. When everyone has 
hay down or .is hauling 
their grain in to the bins, 
we hold our thumbs for a 
few days of dry weather. 
Yet even when showers 
come, as they have been 
doing every other day or

@ iF WE HAD NEEDED ANYTHING to announce the of- 
ficial arrival of summer last Monday, it was the song of the 
first cicada on Sunday evening. Sitting out on the west 
porch fh the twilight to enjoy the music of cardinal, oriole, 
summer tanager and wren, we were suddenly conscious of 
a new sound which was identified soon enough as the sad, 
sustained drumming of the “17-year locust.” This is the. 
name almost universally given to the 70-odd species of 
American cicadas which have life cycles of anywhere from 
four to 20 years. And it is a fairly accurate description of 
the periodic cicada, Magicicada septendecim, which is com- 
mon to the eastern United States and spends from 13 to 17 
years in the ground as a burrowing, root-feeding nmyph be- 
fore coming forth to crawl up a tree, split its shell and 
emerge in adult form. 

It is the male cicada which does the singing, a sound 
produced by a pair of membranes in the abdomen that 
serves as a sounding box. Thus it is really a sort of drum- 


s 


ming in a sustained cadence which rises and fails for sev- 
eral seconds and then, according to my observation, invari- 
ably ends in flight as the insect takes off in search of a 
mate. The female of the species is the harmful member 
of the cicada family, for she crawls out on the end of a 
limb which she slits to deposit her eggs. This very often 
causes the limb to die back to that point and when the eggs 
hatch, they fall to the ground and immediately start bur- 
rowing., - 
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If the cicadas serve any useful purpose, it is as 

* food for the. birds which often gather in large 
flocks to harvest a new hatch. There is also a large 

and handsome wasp, looking much like a hornet, 

which preys on even the biggest cicadas, peralyzing 

them by stinging and carrying them away to its 

* burrow. Itis quite a sight to see one of these wasps 
drag a cicada up into a tree until it gets enough 

altitude, then take off for its nest, carrying an in- 

: {geet which weighs at least as much as it does.,

@ LAST SPRING a friend over in the Lead Beit stopped 
by, the farm and left us two fine big gourds which were 
hollowed out to make wren houses. We promptly hung them 
up in the cherry trees, though we weren't certain they'd be 
occupied this year. Very soon, however, a pair of house 
wrens set up housekeeping in each gourd and both are 
now hard at work raising families. Nor could anyone work 
harder or more cheerfully at the task. One of the gourds 
hangs only a few feet from the west porch where we eat all 
summer long. The pair which nest here are already hard at 
it -when we come to breakfast—and are still going after 
sunset when we eat our supper.

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Farmers Hard at It,. The President's Top Assistant 


Sherman Adams's Job Is Something of Catch-All for Just About Every Phase of Government 


(Editor’s note—While other 
members of President Eisen- 
hower’s official family have 
been making the news, a one- 
time lumberjack, working be- 
hind the scenes, has been 
quietly sawing wood as Ike’s 
top assistant. Here’s a closeup 
of Sherman Adams and how 
he goes about his job.)

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP). 


HERMAN ADAMS never says 
§ no, I’m sorry.” He just says 

“No.” In the first place, he 
might not be sorry. And in the 
second place, why use three 
words when one will do? 

The 55-year-old top assistant 
to President Eisenhower has 
little patience with ritual or any- 
thing else that takes up precious 
time. An ex-lumberjack and 
former governor of New Hamp- 
shire, Adams is known here as 
“Ike’s chief of staff.” To reach 
Eisenhower's ear you go through 
Adams—a procedure that 
prompted one anti-Eisenhower 
Republican to quip: “Adams be- 
gan his career log-rolling and 
he has never stopped.” 

Easily one of the most influ- 
ential men in the nation, Adams 
has a job that’s something of a 
catch-all for just about every 
phase of government. 

“It isn’t reducible to any nice 
description,” he says. “It is a 
job, I think, which makes an 
effort to shape the decisions the 
President ultimately will have to 
make—all the way from public 
policy to personnel appoint- 
ments.” 

The President has been known 
to refer to Adams as “‘the boss,” 
though he grinned when he said 
it. The  5-foot-8, 150-pound 
Adams looks on his $20,000-a- 
year job as a protection for the 
President against the terrific 
pressures that go with the job 
of the nation’s chief executive. 
When a problem reaches the 
President’s desk, it comes with 
Adams's reco endations, which 
carry great weight. 

As boss of the White House 
staff, he begins conferences at 
8:30 a. m., makes assignments 
and sets the work pace. Eisen- 
hower, unlike former President 
Truman, never attends these 
staff meetings. So it’s Adams 
who calls the day’s signals. 
Adams rarely makes the head- 
lines. An exception came in the 
Army-McCarthy hearings when 
Army Counsellor John G. Adams 
reported the Army’s case had 
been planned at a special White 
House conference at which 
Sherman Adams presided. The 
latter refused comment. 

Adams is widely respected as 
an administrator— and can be 
urbane and a fascinating yarn- 
spinner—but nearly everyone 
you talk with about him con- 
cedes he could use a course in 
how to win friends. One New 
Hampshire friend who called 
Adams by telephone and began 
the conversation by inquiring 
into Adam’s health relates: 

“Before I could say anything 
else, Adams said ‘state your 
business.’

This gained him 
considerable renown for the 
1920s, the era of flaming youth, 
when many a student was gain- 
ing passing fame as judge of 
speakeasies and the Charleston.

FTER graduation, Adams 

went deep into the woods 

of. South Vermont to work 
as a logger for the Black Riv- 
er Lumber Co. By the time 
he had become general woods 
manager for the parent con- 
cern, Parker-Young of Lincoln, 
N. H., he had been seriously 
injured three times. He had 
been working barely a year when 
a log skid flew up and knocked 
out his front teeth. That was 
accident No. 1. 

Adams recounts No. 2 thus: 
“Every spring we got rid of 
the horses we didn’t want. We 
had about 30 of them that year 


and one of them was a —— of 
a gray horse weighing about 
1500 pounds. 


“I knew he Was a kicker, so 
when we were herding them I 
picked up a long pine sliver 
and whacked him on the rump. 
That’s all I remember.” 

With one swift kick, the horse 
had fractured Adams’s frontal 
sinuses. 

“It wasn’t a bad accident,” 
said Adams, “I was only laid up 
for about a month.” 

His third accident nearly 
killed him. He was working 
around a log spout, where pulp 
wood is dropped into the water. 
A piece caught him behind the 
left ear from 60 feet up. He

ACH departing New Hamp- 

shire governor leaves behind

friends as one of rare and deep 
*devotion. Mrs. Adams, known 
for her charm and good looks, 
is called “the perfect foil for 
Sherm.”

She has a marvelous disposition, 
and when he is difficult she just 
ignores him completely.” 

There’s a story that once, 
when Adams was being especial- 
ly difficult, she filled his lunch 
box with soap sandwiches. 
Adams and his wife both deny 
the story, but she once admitted 
she wished she had thought of it. 
Adams once became. irritated be- 
cause his wife went driving off 
every morning to visit with 
friends over coffee. To stop what 
he thought was a waste of time 
and gasoline, he locked the car 
in the garage. 

Mrs. Adams simply entered 
through a side door and rocked 
the car against the doors until 
they came off the hinges. Adams 
never tried it again.

N 1951 Adams joined five oth- 


er Republican governors to 
urge the Republican nomina- 
tion of Eisenhower. He told col- 
leagues that if Ike’s name were 
entered in the New Hampshire 
Republican preferential primary 
he did not think it would be 
withdrawn. In the political 
world, New Hampshire was 
looked upon that year as a*eort 
of testing ground which might 
set the shape of things to come. 
It had been considered a pro- 
Taft state, but gave its 14 dele- 
gates to Kisenhower. 
A man who worked for Adams 
said in Concord, “The biggest 
mistake Taft’ ever made was in 
coming té°° New Hampshire. 
After his visit Sherm-was con- 
vinced Taft couldn’t win. Har- 
old Stassen also came into the 
state. It was after their visits 
that Sherm announced for Ike.” 
“Adams,” he continued, “did 
not meet Ike until the 1952 con- 
vention, and I think he felt then 
his feeling had been justified.” 


A friend says the two “took to 
each other like a couple of ducks 
to water. They found they felt 
alike and thought alike.” Ad- 
ams’s crisp, precise summations 
of the political battle from day 
to day, or hour to hour, earned 
Eisenhower’s admiration. 

While in Wyoming on a post- 
convention fishing trip Adams 
received a call from Eisenhower 
asking him to become campaign 
chief of state. He traveled 40,- 
000 miles, becoming more and 
more of a political adviser and 
strategist. 

Some political observers be- 
lieve it was Adams who advised 
Eisenhower to “wait and see” 
after the hubbub over the politi- 
cal fund of Sen. Richard Nixon, 
the vice presidential candidate. 
The success of Nixon’s now 
famed television explanation 
confirmed Eisenhower's opinion 
of Adams as a man of political

They dashed up 
the stairs to the second floor 
and rang the bell outside the 
unmarked steel doors, through 


which entry is only “by ap- 
pointment.” 
Inside, the smaller «man 


walked up to the receptionist’s 
window. . Reaching in, he 
grabbed a clipboard, initialed it 
and took a quick glance at his 
watch. : 

“Sorry, but we couldn't get to 
a telephone. I- know we are 
overdue.” 

The man who spoke was Dr. 
Georgi Okolovich, chief of op- 
erations of N.T.S. (National Al- 
liance of Solidarists), the man 
Capt. Nikolai E. Khokhlov of the 
Soviet .secret police ‘came to 


Germany to kill. 


He was “clocking in,” by the 
skin of his teeth, for the alarm 
was almost due to go out an- 
nouncing that a top N.T.S. mem- 
ber was “out of contact” over 
the two-hour maximum, and 
possibly in danger. 

This seemingly unimportant 
routine, smacking of a military 
operation, somewhat epitomizes 
the way of life of the several 
hundred operatives and execu- 
tives of this Russian emigre or- 
ganization. Their fear of kid- 
naping and assassination by the 
Soviet MVD (secret police) is 
intense. But there is no hys- 
teria. 

At their secret headquarters 
(also the home of the N.T.S. 
publishing house Possev) vis- 
itors are “frisked” by a dozen 
eyes before they get beyond the 
main entrance. Unless they 
have a.definite “appointment” 
with a specific person, visitors 
are cautiously questioned, and 
telephone calls are made. Only 
after careful scrutiny are they 
admitted. 

* *« * 
HERE are obvious reasons 
for caution. They go back 
way beyond the Khokhlov 
murder mission. Said Dr. Okolo- 
vich, 53, a quiet little man who 


- has been fighting the Soviets 


for 20 years: 

“Once the Soviets tried to kid- 
nap my wife near here, offering 
to drive her to a hospital, say- 
ing that I had been involved in 
an automobile accident. 

“A second time two of their 
kidnapers were arrested. I sup- 
pose by sending Khokhlov, they 
wanted to make sure. Fortun- 
ately he refused to go through 
with it. He just walked into my 
apartment and quite simply told 
me of the plot. 

“Ironically enough he had not 
been spotted. He could have 
easily killed me. His men were 

, the cyanide gun was 
ready.” However, neither Oko- 
levich nor his aides seem too 


“We are trying to learn to be 
immune from fear. We cannot 
swathed in ‘armor. 


There is no doubt that there will 
be other attempts. All we can 
do is to be careful and trust our 
luck.” 

Why are thé “solidarists” spe- 
cially singled out by the MVD? 
It would be easy to dismiss the 
N.T.S. (the initials in Russian 
stand for Nationalni Trudovi 
Soouz—National Alliance of Sol- 
idarists) as just another Russian 
emigre group, a “Samovar con- 
spiracy,” except for these con- 
centrated MVD attacks, which 
recently went so far as an offi- 
cial Moscow request to Britain 
to “put a stop” to N.T\S. activi- 
ties in that country. 


+ * 

IMILAR blasts were received 

by other governments, but in- 

side Russia the mention of 
N.T.S. is strictly taboo. Yet, it is 
a household word among mil- 
lions. ‘ 

Working through some 50 out- 
posts, on both sides of the Iron 
Curtain, N.T.S.. tentacles reach 
back into the “home country,” 
into the Red army, navy, air 
force, government: party, even 
into the Russian Orthodox 
church. Everywhere it seeks the 
oppressed element. 

The N.T.S. mottoes are: “We 
bring death to the tyrants,” and 
“we bring freedom to the toil- 
ers.” 

N.T.S. was founded in Bel- 
grade in 1923 and reorganized in 
1930. Its symbol, the trident, 
shaped like a pitchfork, was fak- 
en from the coat of arms of the 
Grand Duke Vliadimir 1 (956- 
1015 A.D.) who called in the 
— clergy to evangelize Rus- 
sia. 

The trident symbolizes resist- 
ance of unarmed people against 
tyranny. It also symbolizes unity 
among Russians, Ukrainians, 
White Russians, and intelligent- 
sia, farmers and workers. 

N.T.S. is represented in the 
United States (New York and 
California), Canada, Britain, 
France, Italy, Australia, Brazil, 
Argentina, Venezuela, plus rov- 
ing workers in other lands. Its 
aim is to put questions in the 
minds of Russian soldiers, farm- 
ers, workers, party officials, to 
make them curious, to get them 
S question Communist teach- 
ngs. 

Everywhere it goes it plants 
its symbol. The trident, which 
like the “‘V” sign of World War 
Two, symbelizes unity and re- 
sistance ‘to tyranny. 

~An idealist*program designed 
to achieve a revolution by non- 
violent methods is the keynote 
of N.T.S. operations. 

“Our program,” a spokesman 
said, “is aimed at infiltrating 
all levels 6f Russian public opin- 
ion.

late in leave centers or in areas 
where large numbers of Soviet 
troops are stationed. They check 
on the morale and mental atti- 
tude of the Red army in this 


way. 

Basically, the solidarist blue- 
print calls for a commonwealth 
form of government within the 
1939 borders of Russia with max- 
imum self-government for cities 
and states within the union. 

In the economic field, the 
N.T.S. advocates free enterprise 
while retaining railroads, social 
services, education, major indus- 
tries and natural resources in 
the hands of the government. 
In politics it favors a two-cham- 
ber parliamentary system 
elected by free ballot. 

These concepts are repeated 
in leaflets and pamphlets, dis- 
tributed by hand and by balloons 
or in messages via the N.T.S. 
operated clandestine “Radio 
Free Russia.” N.T.S. memento 
describe the balloon operation 
for “flyinging” leaflets behind 
the Iron Curtain as the greatest 
single achievement other than 
the actual inside Russia activity. 

“By this method we are get- 
ting to the masses everywhere, 
they say. “We are breaking 
down 36 years’ isolation.

O reach the heart of Russia, 

long-distance plastic balloons 

are used, each carrying 
some 50 to 60 pounds of litera- 
ture, or a total of some 10, 
leaflets per balloon. Some 17,- 
000,000 leaflets were distributed 
by N.T.S. in the USSR and East 
Germany during 1955. 

Though this phase of the op- 
eration has proved more effec- 
tive than anything else to date, 
it is limited in scope by the 
cost, estimated at $250 per bal- 
loon. Over short distances, 
small balloons and rockets are 
used, dropping hundreds of 
leaflets into territory occupied 
by the Soviet army.

“It is not likely that you could 
get a sufficient root system for 
a large branch of an apple or 
—_ tree by air-layering proce- 


ure. 

“If you do try this process oh 
woody plants, place the mass of 
sphagnum moss not much more 
than three to six inches back 
from the tip of the twig. Re- 
moving the bark from an eighth 
inch band or cutting halfway in- 
to the twig on a slant may 
hasten and encourage rooting. 
After the roots are thoroughly 
formed in the sphagnum moss, 
the cutting can be potted up in 
a fairly loose mixture made up 
of equal parts soil, peat moss or 
other organic matter, and sand.” 

By the air-layering method, 
it is necessary to wrap and tie 
each cutting. In the long run, 
home gardeners may get better 
results either from the new fog 
mist method, or by using 
Plastic-wrapped propagating 
boxes. 

We can guarantee that it is 
easy to make cuttings the fog- 
mist way, for we rooted quan- 
tities of azaleas, magnolias, and 
double dogwoods last July. In 
August we had exceptionally 
good luck with yews, Pieris ja- 
ponica, leathery viburnum and 
about a dozen kinds of hollies. 

We grew these plants in two 
old cold frames which had been 
filled with various propagating 
mediums, since we wished to 
experiment a bit. In one frame 
we used a mixture of sand and 
peat. The other was divided 
into sections, so that we could 
try out sand and peat, vermicu- 
lite, and pearlite (an expanded 
volcanic lava that is as airy as 
sharp sand, but holds moisture 
better).

keep them protected by a “con- 
stant mist” during sunlight 
hours—from about 9 a.m, to 3 
p.m., since our frames were 
shaded in late afternoon. We 
propped up our hoge and ad- 
justed the nozzle to make a 
fine, misty spray. Thus the cut- 
tings were kept from wilting or 
burning, but were able to use 
the full power of direct sunlight 
in manufacturing new roots. 
Abundant water also seems to 


This is important, for during: 


snow (the plastic so prevalent 
at Christmas time) or a sand- 
peat-pearlite mixture. 

After the cuttings have been 
placed with the stems deep in 
the medium, the box should be 
watered thoroughly. The best 
way is to set it in a tub of 
water for several hours, which 
not only saturates the medium 
but also enables the cuttings to 
absorb plenty of water. 

Then comes the wrapping. 
First of all, wire supports, made 
from coat hangers, should be 
fitted to the box, giving it a 
sort of covered-wagon look. To 
protect the cuttings from con- 
densation of water, a layer of 
cheese cloth should be used 
over the top. 

The entire box should then 
be wrapped in a thin plastic, to 
maintain high humidity. A very 
small box can be put into a 
turkey-size freezer bag. Sheets 
of plastic, purchased by the 
yard, may be wrapped around 
larger boxes. We used bands of 
rubber cut from old inner tubes 
to make secure, easily adjusted 
fasteners. 

Although these plastic propa- 
gators may be kept in the sun 
if the cuttings have ample mois- 
ture, we prefer to place them 
in partial shade. It may be 
necessary to check once or twice 
during the rooting period, to be 
sure that the medium has not 
dried out. 

For best results, either with 
the fog-mist method or with a 
“Lippigator,” cuttings should be 
taken early in the morning, pre- 
ferably before 9:30 a.m. If the 
weather is hot and dry, plants 
should be irrigated well the day 
before the cuttings are to be 
made. 

Every precaution should be 
taken, too, to keep the cuttings 
from wilting. Our favorite 
method is to put wads of damp 
newspapers and a few ice cubes 
in plastic freezer sacks. Then, 
as each lot of cuttings is taken, 
we fasten the sack with a rub- 
ber band and drop it into a 
carton that has been lined with 
wet burlap. 

We work on just a few cut- 
tings at a time—storing the rest

Makins’ job is to represent Queen 
Elizabeth II in the United States. Al- 

most every meal he eats, every hand he 
shakes, every paper he signs, every re- 
mark he makes, is performed as Her 
Britannic Majesty's envoy. Whether he 
is negotiating with members of the State 
Department, accepting a 10-gallon hat 
from a Texas mayor or making urbane 
conversation at a Washington cocktail 
party, he must do it with official British 
acumen, dignity, suavity. 

As top man in Britain's top Embassy, 
Makins is the responsible head of some 
800 British Government workers in this 
country, a force that includes all the 
Washington sonnel (411), the 
28 consular offices (257), and the British 
Information Services in New York (140). 

Makins’ duties as or di- 
vide roughly into three—negotiation, re- 
porting, representation. Negotiation—the 
art of settling differences by discussion— 
is the classic operation of diplomacy. As 
a negotiator, Makins is ed upon to 
tackle a variety of subjects, from tariffs, 
loans or shipping rights to the highest 
issues of ce and war. A large corps 
of Foreign Service specialists — him 
constantly informed, arms him with facts 
and arguments. As the envoy of a sov- 
ereign head of state, he has access to the 
equivalent office in this country, that of 
the President. Most of his dealings, how- 
ever, are with the Secretary of State and 
members of his department.

OWA RIVERS, swollen by several days of torrential rains, 
boiled over their banks last midweek. Hundreds of fami- 
lies along the rampaging rivers, including 7500 persons 

in Des Moines, were forced to flee their homes. Thousands 
of acres of rich farmlands were inundated by the flood. 

A state of emergency was declared at Des Moines, 
Iowa's capital and largest city, as the greatest flood crest 
in recorded history rolled down the Des Moines River 
valley. Damage was heavy at Fort Dodge and in the 
Boone area along the same river above Des Moines. 

At Sioux City in northwestern Iowa, levees on the 
Floyd River held as the flood-swollen stream crested twice 
we a week and then began to recede slowly. A year 
ago, in a flood in the same area, 14 persons died. The 
streams are tributaries of the Missouri and Mississippi riv- 
ers, which were expected to absorb the flood waters with- 
out danger to points downstream.

Am I wrong in believing that security 
of mind and soul is universally desired? 
The ancient Psalmist sang: 

“Thou shalt not be afraid for the terror 
by night; nor for the arrow that flieth by 
day; nor for the pestilence that walketh in 
darkness; nor for the destruction that 
wasteth at noonday.” 

Does not his song find a responding 
chord in every man’s longing? 

Surely the need for security is universal. 
One-tenth of our hospital beds hold those 
who are mentally ill. In 1941 P. A. Soro- 
kin wrote, “In few periods of human his- 
tory have so many millions of persons 
been so unhappy, so insecure, so hungry 


when you observe how secure people help 
stabilize society. Some time ago the popu- 
lar singer, Dinah Shore, observed that it 
was “the unfrantic people” who “lasted” 
in the entertainment field. In. every field 
isn't it the unfrantic people to whom we 
turn for assistance in time of need? Aren't 
they the ones who hold “the ridgepole up” 
when the thundérs roar? They “last” 
everywhere! 

To become an unfrantic person you 
will need ideas, tools and skills. You will 
need help and guidance. You will need to 
grow in understanding and faith. But you 
will have to do your own building. 

In my judgment final security is a mat- 
ter of faith. It is what we believe about 
ourselves, our fellow men, about the pur- 
pose of life, about God, that determines 
our deepest security: What we trust and 
have confidence in, what we still believe 
when poverty and: pain and sorrow bow 
us down—that residue of faith is the real 
barometer of our security. 


Faith and Religion 
AITH ts To be seen in a broad way. It 
KF is to be associated with religion only 
when you think of religion as deal- 
ing with all of life. - 
What is the structure of security we 
would build? It is a citadel where we may 


‘live (as the Latin origin suggests) “with- 


nd des as at the present time, all the 
way from China to Western Europe.” In 
1953 wouldn't we amend this statement to 
include America? Here, too, are millions 
who have full stomachs but whe are fret- 
ful and afraid. 

One realizes the importance of security 
of soul when one sees social relationships, 
from those in family units to those in asso- 
-ciations of nations, become poisoned by 
fear. From the frontier of psychosomatic 
medicine comes word that traumatic 
shock, intestinal ulcers, disturbances of 
maladjustments may be in the backwashes 
_left by the tidal waves of insecurity. 

Security assumes a larger importance

Like all presidents, ike is rumored to be a sick man. Is he? 


_ WASHINGTON, D. C. 
OT LONG AGO, a friend asked President 
Eisenhower how he was weathering 
the trials of his office. 
“Well,” said Ike, “I haven't grown 
any hair.” 
Neither has he lost much hair since taking 
over the world’s most burdensome job. (Secretly, 
the President is sensitive about his hairline, 
hict 1 00 ies lefensi re 
long before he came to the White House. He 
wears a hat wiienever he goes out, often clamps 
it on for the few paces out of doors from his 
living quarters to his west-wing office.) 
_ Ike's face today has a healthy, slightly ruddy 
glow. His neck is strong and muscular, His blue 
and moves with the effortlessness of an athlete. 
He can change clothes from necktie to shoe- 


Yet, the strain of 18 months in the Presidency 


has left its imprint on Ike’s face. The worry 


eyes reflect more of the world's troubles, espe- 
cially when they are measured in human life. 


For days after the fall of Dien Bien Phu, Ike 


could not shake off a gloomy mood. 

He's also a trifle more irritable these days. 
White House aides find him more apt to cloud 
up and explode with anger.

Twice, he has lost the cap, first during the ‘52 campaign 
and again last spring. 

The worst scare, however, came April 16, 1953, during a 
speech. All at once, Ike’s voice weakened and perspiration 
popped out on his face. He omitted whole paragraphs of 
his speech in his hurry to finish. He was rushed to an ante- 
room and slumped down in a chair while Dr. Snyder poured 
black coffee into him. 

Ike spent the next day in bed with a slight fever and a 
stomach-ache before he snapped out of it. The prevailing 
opinion: he had eaten some fish that didn’t agree with him. 
Of course that wasn’t the first time Ike got sick. In the past 
decade, he has been treated for bursitis, an eye inflamma- 
tion, throat infection and stomach trouble. As a young 
officer, he picked up malaria and dysentery (both cured) 
and had his tonsils and appendix removed. He is still both- 
ered by a football injury.to his left knee. 


ike’s ‘Rumoritis’ 

IKE OTHER PRESIDENTS before him, Ike is also afflicted 
with “rumoritis,” the rumored state of his health as 
whispered around the country. In Ike’s case the most 

serious rumor is that he suffers secretly from heart trouble. 
The rumor spread so widely that Dr. Snyder finally clamped 
Se Se ee ee 
ciation. 

“The President's pS system has been thor- 
oughly examined by specialists at approximately annual 
intervals,” he reported. “The findings indicate that our 
President shows less evidences of the ravages of time and 
stress than is anticipated in a man of his age.” 


Another. rumor has it that Ike's internal disorders are — 
caused by tensions of his job—that he knots up inside over 


serious crises. But Dr. Snyder wearily denies this along with 
the other rumors. 

Ike considers it “part of the job to keep in good health.” 

Each morning he steps on the scale. If the needle points 
to over 178 pounds, he starts dieting. He always goes easy 
on what he calls the “heavy stuff,” rich desserts and fatty 
foods. 

Five years ago, Ike stopped smoking. He also goes very 
light on alcoholic beverages. He never drinks in public, 
but in private he does allow himself an occasional before- 
dinner drink. By preference, this is a moderate Scotch-and- 
plain-water. 

Ike goes to bed early, usually reads himself to sleep, his 
horn-rimmed glasses slipping down his nose as he begins to 
~ doze. Sleep and exercise are the most important part of h<« 
formula to unwind taut nerves. 

“The President can sleep on a picket fence,” reports one 
White House servant. But when a crisis is brewing, Ike some- 
times awakens early, steals into the studio across from his 
dressing room and paints. 

Painting, of course, is only one of Ike's $s pastimes. His 
avid interest in golf is, in some respects, what the doctor 
orders. Dr. Snyder has told the President he considers golf 
a wonderful and necessary relaxing activity. (The same

Car Buyers: Beware 
the Gyp Dealer 


Wherever you live, you may be ‘taken’—if you don’t protect yourself 


nN New York, a woman reached for a postcard 
stuck under the windshield wiper of her car, a 
medium-priced 1949 sedan. Signed by a dealer 
in the neighborhood, the message read: “I have 
a buyer for your car. Would you take $1,150 in trade 
toward a brand new 1954 ? We must act 
fast. Call me or bring in your car today.” 
Quickly she drove to the agency. The dealer looked 
her car over, then told her the “book” value was only 
$550. But he would allow $1,150, he said, in trade 
on a new car he showed her. The price was $3,500, 
fully equipped. 
- The woman agreed, signed a contract, then drove 
proudly away in her new car. Near her home she saw 
a neighbor in a new car exactly like her own. He 
had bought it from the same dealer. Price: $2,900. 
The woman immediately drove back to the dealer 
and angrily accused him of overcharging her $600. 
The dealer shrugged. 
“Look,” he said, “I'm in business to make money.

Better Business Bureaus estimate that at least 15,000,- 
000 car owners will be subjected to unethical selling 
practices during 1954. 

In this sense, gyp dealers currently are operating 
at an all-time high—particularly in the big cities. With 
cars now rolling off manufacturers’ assembly lines 
faster than ever, dealers must move them out of their 


lots and into customers’ hands. Honest dealers take

Dealers’ Heyday is Over 


E PRESENT PLAGUE of malpractice, experts say, 
; may well develop into the worst crisis in the his- 


tory of the dealer business, which is about as old’ 


as the automotive industry itself. The toughest previ- 
ous period was during World War II—in 1942, when 
tlie “car freeze” went on. Then, no car could be sold 
without a priority. And what happened? People got 
cars by giving dealers “moncy under. the table.” It 
was a dealers’ heyday. Customers lined up outside, 
and the dealer could—if he felt like it—do a prospect 
a favor by permitting him to buy a car. 

Today the shoe is on the other foot. Manufacturers 


are saying to dealers: “Sell—or if things are too tough 


for you, we can find somebody else to pick up your 
franchise.” 

C. W. Dessart, Automotive Trade Practice Con- 
sultant to the Los Angeles Better Business Bureau, 


brings up another point: “For the very reason that it’s

“On top of that, they ‘packed in’ from $50 to $100 
more, disguised as accessories—which you may or 
may not get. Nobody ever bothered us on the $200 
‘pack,’ but once in a while the customer would trip 


_ us on the $50 pack. So we'd give them double-talk: 


‘Oh, yes, the $50 is for wheel balance, i 

lubrication, chrome preservative, and the rest for gas.’ 
The buyer never got these things. But if he caught on 
to this pack we had an explanation ready, then we'd 

“Or if he said, ‘Who wants these things? we'd say: 
“We thought you did, but okay, we'll cross off that $50." 
We call the $200 the ‘top pack,’ and the $50 just ‘the 
pack.’ ! 

“On factory orders, to sign the guy up after we've 
‘bushed' him and taken his ‘pink’ (ownership papers), 
we even ‘unhorse’ him. (We give him a loan-out car 
to drive while he waits for his new car.) This clinches 
the deal more solid. We tell him he'll get a better trade- 
in value now—that the market is due to drop. Well, after 
30 days, we say, ‘Market conditions have changed, 
and your car isn’t worth as much now.’ He screams and 
says he wants his car back. We tell him his car's sold by 
to prove 
what his car is worth, so he doesn’t feel so bad. Finally 
we call his attention to what it says on the appraisal 
slip: ‘Subject to re-appraisal.’ On this, we might clip

flashier, newer cars—they'll be taken in by 
unscrupulous dealers. As long as dealers 
are fighting each other for business, there 
will be sharp practices. 

“The public is to blame, too. When peo- 
ple gave dealers money under the table in 
times when cars were hard to get, they laid 
the groundwork for these abuses.” 

How Sharpies Work 
TreR Business Bureau experts say 
new variations of dealer malprac- 
tices turn up almost every day. Here 
are examples: 

The “special.” A used or “nearly new” 
car is advertised as in perfect condition 
at a price that catches the customer's eye. 
When he rushes in to snap up the bargain, 
the salesman tells him the car has been 
sold and tries to high-pressure him into 
buying something else. 

The “blitz sale,” also known as the 
“$1.00 over cost sale.” The buyer thinks 
this means $1.00 over factory invoice 
price. The price generally is “packed” to 
begin with, and the customer has no way 
of telling what cost or wholesale is. 

No down payment. The dealer adver- 
tises a car for no down payment or $10 
or $25 down. When the buyer comes in, 
the dealer tries to get more. If he does 
accept the small down payment, it is 
always “subject to credit check.” No 
finance company or bank, of course, will 
consider a deal without a substantial down 
payment. Reputable companies insist on 
one-third down. So the dealer tries to 
wheedle the customer into taking a chattel 
mortgage on furniture, or to sign a paper 
that turns out to be a loan based on salary. 

Option to buy. The dealer takes $50 or 
$100 deposit while he “investigates your 
credit.” Usually he does nothing of the 
sort, but tells you later it is “no good.” 
_ Unless you can prove your credit is good, 
you will forfeit-your deposit. Sometimes 
a dealer will take a down payment, make 
Out a contract which you will sign, then 
allow you to drive off the lot. The next 
week the car is repossessed, You are told 


your credit is no good. Sometimes you — 


will be told fou won't have to make your 
first payment for six or eight weeks. This, 
of course, is not in writing. You lose your 
down payment and your. old car. Un-- 
less you take a civil action you may not 
recover. Technically, such repossession 
is grand theft but it is very hard to 


Blank contract. The dealer talks the cus- 
tomer into signing blank purchase orders 
and sales contracts, then raises the price 
of the car. In one instance a dealer jacked 
up the price $1,200. In Los Angeles a 
salesman was convicted of grand theft in 
connection with this practice. : 

Better Business Bureaus and reputable 
dealers keep stressing this point: buy only 
from a dealer you know. But even if you 
are a newcomer in a community, there is 
one way to tell if the dealer you visit is

The test was reported in the medical litera- 
ture just last month and therefore is not yet 
available in hospitals or in industrial medical 
clinics.

I knew the part because I'd been touring 
with the play for six months, so I asked the leading lady, Grace

However, Bogart resents the implication sometimes brought 
up by his friends that his performance closed the play. He 
insists the play was closing anyway. “The ribbing I got just 
made me mad,” he says. “It made me want to “cep on until 
I'd get to the point where I didn’t stink any more.” 

Bogie made his Broadway debut in a play called Swifty. It 
was aptly named; it lasted only two weeks. One critic singled 

‘ out “... Humphrey Bogart who gave some rather trenchant 
exhibitions of bad acting.” Alexander Woolicott also ridiculed 
Bogart’s acting, deliberately calling the play Sniffy or Squiffy. 

. Bogie was so scared on opening night that he had to walk 
offstage in the middle of a scene to get a drink of water, 
leaving the cast stranded till he returned. “I knew I was lousy,” 
says Bogie. “It was too long a part for me, but I knew I could 
do better.” 

He went right into Meet the Wife with Clifton Webb and 
-Mary Boland. “I didn't damage anyone,” he says. After that, 
he was all set. He appeared in seven smash hits in a row, 
worked his way up to the ranks of the first ten juveniles in 
New York, competing with actors like Leslie Howard, Paul 
Kelly and Geoffrey Kerr. 

Looking through the Bogart scrapbooks is an interesting 
experience for anyone who knows him only as a screen actor. 
In 1923, he played in Steve with silent-screen movie idol 

| George O’Brien. In Nerves, he acted “an aviator with a sense 
| of humor.” In Hell's Bells, he was the juvenile lead opposite a 
young actress named Shirley Booth. In Cradle Snatchers, he 


was a junior gigolo and won ecstatic praise from the same 
Alexander Woolicott who had blasted him in Swifry.

Woolilcott. He also announced that he was ready to cat his 

Hollywood first beckoned to Bogie in 1930. 

“MGM had hit a gold mine with Clark Gable,” recalls 
Bogart. “Twentieth Century-Fox needed a big, rough answer 
to Gable — that was me. I wasn’t handsome but they made me 
up the same way they'd been doing the good-looking boys for 
.years—false eyelashes, red lips and all. In one picture, a Western 
with George O’Brien and Sally Eilers, they put a pair of ele- 
vator boots on me and padded my shoulders so much I could 
hardly move.” 

In one year, Bogart made five pictures. They were no good, ‘ 
and so his option was dropped. Although the agents wanted him 
to stay in Hollywood, Bogie couldn't wait to get back to Broad- 
way. But back in New York things weren't too good either. 
Bogie rehearsed a total of 20 weeks for four plays which played 
exactly four nights. One play opened the day that President 
Roosevelt closed the banks. © 3 

“We took in less money than I make playing bridge im an 
afternoon,” recalls Bogart. “The depression was here, the 
theater had gone to hell and so had my salary.” 

It got so bad, in fact, that Bogart was finally picking up pin ” 
money at the Broadway arcades, playing—and invariably beat- 
ing—chess-masters. A fine chess player, Bogie still plays almost 
every day. One of his favorite opponents is restaurateur Mike 
Romanoff.

At this low period in his career, Bogie had extra responsi- 
bilities. His father, who had lost all his money, died. He left 
’ about $10,000 in debts. Bogart struggicd for years to pay these 
bills off to the last cent. Dr. Bogart was also owed some $35,000

Bogie had a hard time getting started in Hollywood — 


he was typed as ‘the bad guy who never gets the girl ’ 


IS BREAK came when playwright Robert Sherwood, a good 
friend and chess partner, sent Bogart to producer Arthur 
Hopkins for the part.of the football player in The 

Petrified Forest. Hopkins, however, wanted Bogart to play 
the role of Duke Mantee, the gangster. Petrified Forest was a 
tremendous hit, and a new “tough guy” was born. 

Warner Brothers bought the play and were going to cast 
Edward G. Robinson in the Duke Mantee role until Leslie 
Howard, who had been signed to play his stage part in the 
movie version, insisted that Bogart get the same chance. So 
Bogie went back to Hollywood. He hasn’t left since, although 
during his early years at Wamer Brothers he had a tough 
struggle. After Petrified Forest he was relegated to minor roles. 
Although he still will not knock Warners, during his hectic 
career there he was suspended no less than 11 times. 

“That was because I didn’t like the kind of scripts they gave 
me and I refused to play in ’em,” says Bogart. “I was used to 
the theater where I was shown a script and asked if 1 wanted 
to play in it. I resented being thought of as an employe. I 
wanted to protect myself—and I was usually right. Mr. Warner 
and I frequently disagreed as to what constituted a good pic- 
ture.” 


ON THE STAGE, as Mary Boland’s beau in Cradle Snatchers, Bogart 
made his first hit and won critics’ occiaim when he was 25 years old. 


Bogie gained considerable notoriety around the Warner lot 
by cooking up implausible publicity stories to plant in columns. 
One of his best, which made every newspaper and wire service, 
was a story about Paul Muni’s “beard room.” In this room, 
Muni allegedly kept all of his beards on special racks. One 
day, Bogie’s story went, a servant left a window open and the 
beards blew away. Therefore, Muni couldn’t make a certain 
picture until the beards were replaced. 

Bogart not only enjoyed making up stories about other 
people; he delighted in telling stories about himself—and still 
does. An example is the famous Battle of the Pandas which 
took place at New York’s El Morocco.
